proj^le , particularly as it concerns the Lithuanian SSR, 

A review of the members of the Acadeniy of Sciences of the Hthuanian SSR, 
and of iheir interests, reflects that ndJIM^of them are or have been engaged in 
Soviet guided missile activity. However, the Lithuanian desk will continue to 
study the backgrounds of these scientists in the event that should a Hthuanian 
scientfjit have access to the desired information, then an attempt will be niade to * 
locate :,nd recruit a Western scientist who could have a logical reason for wanting 
to meet the particular scientist. The obvious purpose of this contact would be t o 
assess ;he Lithuanian scientist and to attempt to elicit the desired infonnation.
